More Spending Forecast 
By rd said this situation may 
prevent the kind of 6% billion 
dollar lowering in spending he 
wants. Two congressional groups 
have forecast that spending will 
go even higher than Eisenhower 
estimated in January . 
“But in my judgment the econ­ 
omy campaign is going to force 
the President to 
reduce

“That will be an election y ear 
and unless he cuts spending, 
there won’t be any room for the 
kind of substantial tax reduc­ 
tion the American people want.

“If he submits a budget as 
high as this y ear’s, Congress 
might cut taxes any way and the 
President would have to share 
the blame for any deficit that 
occurred.”

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ADENAUER’S VISIT 
In these times it is never unimportant 
when West German Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer pay s a visit to the United States. 
And there are particular reasons why this 
current trip is significant. 
West Germany ’s prime political Issue is 
unification with East Germany . Up to now 
that issue has been tightly linked with the 
questions of disarmament and European 
security in all discussions * of a general 
European settlement. 
But lately President Eisenhower has in­ 
dicated that he is eager to undertake some 
kind of limited, ex perimental disarmament 
effort with the Soviet Union—regardless of 
developments in related fields. 
The Germans are deeply worried over 
this because they believe that if disarma­ 
ment becomes separated from reunification, 
the effect will be make permanent the par­ 
tition of Germany . 
Mr. Eisenhower’s task manifestly is to 
convince Adenauer, and through him the 
West German people, that this is not so, 
that we will not .slacken in our attempts to 
achieve a unified Germany within the con­ 
tex t of a secure Europe. 
The price of failure in this task could 
be high, since Adenauer must stand this 
September in newT German elections. To 
carry home an unsatisfactory answer on 
this big question would be to predispose 
himself to defeat. 
The almost certain winner would be the 
West German Socialist party , which is com­ 
mitted to seeking a deal with Russia, Ger­ 
many ’s withdrawal from the vital NATO 
defense orbit and its own disarmament and 
neutralization. 
Adenauer obviously is one of America’s 
and the West’s firmest friends. And Ger­ 
many ’s place in NATO is a key one. "We 
cannot afford to see a staunch ally con­ 
verted into a weak and pliant neutral. 
Reassuring Adenauer and the West Ger­ 
mans at this moment is a delicate assign­ 
ment. But it is one that President Eisen­ 
hower dare not fumble. 


. A LESSON FROM THE ROBINS 
During a hot day in May two robins were 
fighting at a bird bath, thus preventing 
each from bathing. Then something hap­ 
pened. They quit fighting and bathed side- 
by -side. 
Free men living in a union of friendly 
states have learned that more is gained by 
working together, but in many parts of 
the. world men are still fighting. 


THE COATTAIL RIDERS 
President Eisenhower now has made it 
# clear that in 19 58, as before, he will support 
Republican nominees for the Senate and 
House regardless of the backing they give 
him in Congress. 
But he removed any doubt that he will 
give enthusiastic aid to those who consist­ 
ently oppose him within the party . 
Apparently he has come to the point 
where he ex pects nothing from such law­ 
makers and intends to give as little as he 
can in return. 
That little he chooses to give, not out of 
liking for the politicians involved, but be­ 
cause he w ants the Republican party to win 
control of Congress.

THE GREAT GAME OF BASEBALL 
There was a time in American life when every 
boy knew* how to play baseball and the one who 
did not was so ex ceptional that he would have 
been called a sissy . Today , a fellow who cannot 
rock-N-roll is a square, but if he does not play 
baseball, he might be an all right guy any how 
because times have changed. Perhaps there is less 
decorum than when we were y ounger but what 
do y ou want of a fellow*, he should go back to the 
189 0’s, like the President said? 
* 
• 
Baseball developed into a business with cer­ 
tain big clubs ooperating for private profit. The 
ambition of many & boy was to be permitted to 
join such a club, for a salary . Baseball play ers 
were men of distinction and their business man­ 
agers w?ere regarded as gentlem en and nobody 
objected to the profit they earned out of the na ­ 
tional sport, as tha t was considered as part of 
the situation. Also wherever there is a profit, 
there is a risk of a loss, and it was presumed that 
on occasions there were losses, which these men 
of mercantile valor, such as J acob Ruppcrt, took 
in their stride. 
That has been the business situa tion in ba se­ 
ball for a great many y ears and probably there 
would have been no change in it but for the a uto­ 
mobile and television. The automobile requires 
that ball parks have enormous parking fa cilities 
or the enthusia stic onlookers do not come to the 
games because they do not wish to fight their way 
through traffic to get to the ball parks and have 
no place to park. 
This is a universal problem, not limited to any 
one particular business. Supermarkets and de­ 
partment stores have solved it by placing their 
new stpres where there is lots of room, with 
plenty of parking space. When a problem is ap­ 
proached from a business standpoint, it can be 
solved by engineering, salesmanship and other 
devices. 
Television has, of course, made it more com­ 
fortable for some to sit at home and watch a 
game on television, along with junior and the 
missus, and a bottle of beer. So the ball clubs have 
to decide whether they can make more money on 
television and advertising or by selling tickets at 
the door. This is a business proposition and re­ 
quires business handling and is no reason why the 
New York tax pay er should underwrite the profits 
of baseball, any more than of the circus, of the 
theatre, or any other private enterprise. The 
Metropolitan Opera and the museums are dif­ 
ferent; they are not private businesses and they 
make no profits. 
Now* two New* York ball clubs, the Giants and 
the Dodgers, both distinguished for their great 
histories, find their ball parks no longer suitable 
for their business purposes, and wish the City of 
New York to provide new ball parks out of the 
tax pay er’s money . If these clubs get this special 
advantage, the Yankees will have the right to 
ask for equal trea tm ent which means another 
raid on the New York City treasury by a private 
enterprise. It would appear tha t a deal can be 
made by these clubs with Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. The clubs w*ould have increased tra vel­ 
ling ex penses if they went to Los Angeles and San 
Francisco which is a business problem and may 
pay off or not. 
At any rate, here is another subsidy problem, 
like the subsidies which the Federal government 
gives to all sorts of elem ents in the population. 
The question then arises whether it is a dvanta­ 
geous to the New York City tax pa y er to subsidize 
these private ball teams or not. How many citi­ 
zens rea lly care whether these particular ball 
teams remain in New York or go elsewhere. TTie 
logical place for them to be is out in the suburbs 
where there is room for them. But with television 
available, how much closer to the view’er em o­ 
tionally is one club or a nother because of geo­ 
graphical ownership? 
I can remember a time in New York, when all 
the newspapers were on Park Row* and when men 
stood for hours in the blazing sun just to see a 
score board. There is nothing like tha t today . A 
man can go into a saloon and see a ball game 
on television for the price of a beer. Sic transit

That Body of Yours

INVENTORY OF YOUR HEALTH 
Yesterday we were ta lking about constructive 
medicine—trea tm ent of the apparently well in 
an effort to construct grea ter health. The ideal 
situation 
for 
the 
application 
of 
constructive 
medicine ex ists in the periodic health inventory . 
A health inventory is much more than a routine 
phy sical ex amination. Its purpose is not merely 
the discovery of disease, although naturally such 
discoveries are highly valuable, but it is an anal­ 
y sis of the health of the patient, plus the dis­ 
covery and correction of conditions and situa ­ 
tions which could lead to difficulties in the future. 
Anticipation, which is applied foresight, is the 
key note. 
The inventory must not be lim ited to a phy s­ 
ical ex amination and ex amination of blood and 
urine but must include observations of the per­ 
son’s wa y of life, interests and habits. For ex ­ 
ample, the hard-driven businessman, with one 
set of interests and a one-track mind, may or 
probably will be suddenly retired. What happens? 
It is an old say ing tha t under such circumstances 
w e will sign his death certifica te within a y ear. 
But, knowing this in advance, do we do any thing 
about it before the man retires? Do we warn 
him? Do we point out tha t if there are many 
interests instead of just one, traffic can be stop 
ped on tha t one line without upsetting the whole 
sy stem because it can continue on other lines? 
Those things can be anticipated and forewarn­ 
ing is part of constructive medicine. 
The periodic health inventory has not been 
popular for some time. Why ? Largely because it 
was usually rather random and poorly carried 
out with the a ttention on the discovery of disease. 
If no outward evidence of disease was found, the 
usual comment of the doctor was something like: 
“ I can’t find any thing wrong with y ou, y ou’re all 
right.” This a ttitude stem s from the old-fashioned 
idea tha t health is the absence of disease. As one 
y oung phy sician put it to me, “ I don’t like doing 
a general phy sical ex amination as I don’t know 
what I am looking for.” In the periodic health 
inventory *, y ou are looking for every thing. * It 
must include ex planations or efforts a t guidance 
toword future grea ter health. W’hat good does it 
do to record phy sical findings on a card and 
then file it away without instructing the patient 
how* to improve his sta te of wellbeing? The most 
important item of such a consultation is in­ 
struction, encouragement, and education of the 
patient. 
The likelihood of living longer is with us but 
not with full hea lth and continued accomplish­ 
ment. Sacrifice of depth and breath for length is 
not profitable. Mere duration is not enough; what 
is more significant is the cha ra cter of living. The 
task in apply ing constructive medicine to adults 
! is to build grea ter health, both m ental and phy s- 
| ical. We no longer have the choice of dy ing y oung 
I or living into a ripe old age. In the past only the 
toughest and most fit survived but today the 
y oung often survive into old a ge full of dis­ 
abilities, handicapped and a lia bility to the com­ 
munity . W’ith constructive medicine, we can hope 
to help many GROW into old age with continued 
usefulness.

Even so, there are still 1.5 m il­ 
lion farms with tota l sa les of 
under $2,500 a y ea r or a net in­ 
come under $1,000. This does not 
include a mill “ residence” and 
non-commercial farms. 
In getting the Rural Develop­ 
ment program going the comm it­ 
tee set up by the administration 
has offered federal a ssista nce to 
sta te and local com m ittees in 
building up their backward coun­ 
ties. 
The program has had a two- 
million-dollar budget this y ear. 
Of this, $640,000 has been for 
pay ment to the sta tes to employ 
ex tension workers, $447,000 for 
soil conservation, $400,000 for re­ 
search and survey s.

W ashington, J une 3— As com­ 
manding genera l for the Com­ 
m unists in the “ cold w a r,” which 
reaches around the globe, Nikita 
K ru sh ch ev has suffered a de­ 
fea t of his own making. By his 
television address, he has re 
tarded ra ther than forwarded 
the ca use of world peace. For, 
within the la st few weeks, it 
had been 
believed 
in 
official 
W ashington tha t the Soviet gov­ 
ernment 
wa s 
rea lly 
serious 
about 
disarm am ent 
and 
had 
stopped 
play ing 
propaganda 
tunes in an ea rnest effort to 
reach some kind of initia l a gree­ 
ment. 
But the Sunday speech by the 
Communist leader has restored 
suspicion and distrust, if indeed 
they had been entirely dissolved. 
To 
offer, 
for 
instance, 
as 
Khrushchev did, 
to withdraw 
Soviet troops from Ea st Ger­ 
many , Poland and Hungary , on 
condition tha t the United Sta tes 
move its forces out of Europe 
a ltogether, is to deal frivolously 
with a m ajor problem in world 
affairs. 
Misjudges Free World 
Indeed, for a Soviet dictator 
to a ssum e that the American 
people 
or 
their 
government 
would be so na ive as to consider 
such a proposal is to reveal the 
shortcom ings of the Communist 
mind itself. It knows so little 
about world affairs and the sim ­ 
ple rules of m ilita ry protection 
which free peoples have a right 
to apply in their own interest. 
For if the United Sta tes w ith­ 
drew its forces from Europe, the 
free countries w’ould be vulner­ 
able to sudden a tta ck. The Unit­ 
ed Sta tes in two w’orld w’ars has 
had to send its armies across the 
Atla ntic Ocean to rescue Europe 
but there wouldn’t be tim e to 
do this in a third world war. 
W ants Free Rein 
W hat Khrushchev wishes the 
American people to ignore is 
the importance of the stra te­ 
gica lly placed air bases oversea s 
which the United Sta tes now can 
use and which are vita l to the 
defense of free Europe. W hat 
the Communist dicta tor is pro­ 
posing is not m erely tha t Ameri­ 
can ground forces be withdrawn 
to this continent, but tha t all 
oversea s bases manned now by 
American pla nes— and soon to 
be equipped with guided m issiles 
conta ining atom ic wa rheads — 
should be given up. 
Meanwhile, the big bombing 
planes of the Soviet Union can 
reach every one of the free coun­ 
tries of Europe—all of which 
combined 
are 
not 
themselves 
strong enough to fa ce the Com­ 
munist forces and would be at 
the mercy of the Kremlin. What 
Khruschev is 
suggesting is 
a 
form of voluntary surrender by 
the W est. Every one know*s, too, 
tha t the populace of the W est­ 
ern countries fea r a tta ck and 
that, if there were no defense 
available with the aid of Amer­ 
ica, infiltration into all countries 
by the Communist sy mpathizers 
would be made easier. 


Why NATO H a s Formed 
The nex t wa r will have to be 
fought quickly , and reta lia tory 
action will have to be taken in­ 
sta ntly . There will be no time 
for America to negotia te for the 
use of overseas bases or to send 
planes and equipment across the 
ocean. That s the reason w*hy 
the Senate of the United Sta tes 
broke precedent a few* y ears ago 
and ratified overwhelmingly the 
North 
Atla ntic 
treaty . 
This 
trea ty say s ex plicitly that an 
a tta ck on any one of the 15 
member countries is to be con­ 
sidered the same as an a tta ck 
on the United Sta tes itself. It 
calls for immediate w*ar—even 
without a 
resolution 
by Con­ 
gress. 
Now the spokesman for the 
Kremlin wants America to give 
up 
this 
stra tegic 
advantage— 
this deterrent force — in ex ­ 
change for a paper withdrawal 
of Soviet troops from East Ger­ 
many , Hungary and Poland. 
Every one knows that, when 
the Russian troops stationed in 
Hungary at the tim e of la st 
y ea r’s outbreak defected, there 
were other Soviet troops quickly 
brought 
in 
to 
replace 
them. 
Moscow has its generals and its 
commanding officers inside every 
sa tellite country and in their lo­ 
cal armies. 
All the premiers in 
the various sa tellite sta tes have 
a Russian training and Commu­ 
nist background. 
So to sa y tha t 
things w*ill be m a terially changed 
just because the Russian armies 
move back a few hundred m iles 
is to ta x the credulity of the 
leaders of the W estern W'orld. 
The Sta linist Line 
Khrushchev had the a udacity 
to tell the television and radio 
audience of this country that, if 
war came, capitalism w*ould be 
destroy ed but Communism would 
survive. 
This is what Molotov 
used to sa y when he w*as in 
power and theie was ta lk of a 
possible third world war in which 
atomic 
and 
hy drogen 
bombs 
would be used. Khrushchev is 
repeating glibly this line of S ta l­ 
inist argument. 
He parrots it 
before 
an 
American 
audience 
which he thinks will shallow such 
absurdities. 
If an atomic war comes the 
blame will be plainly placed on 
the Commun st leaders by the 
people of Soviet Russia. 
J t will 
spell the death of Communism, 
because the survivors would bit­ 
terly resent the w*ar into which 
they had been plunged. 
W hat Khrushchev really fears 
is internal revolution now*. 
He 
probably wouldn’t dare to let an 
American spokesman ta lk freely 
to an audience of Soviet citizens 
over the television or the radio 
or in the press of the Soviet 
Union. 
Khrushchev him self has shown 
how impossible it’s going to be 
for the 
American government 
or any W estern government to 
m a ke “ deals” or negotia te agree­ 
ments 
with 
the 
men 
in 
the 
Kremlin— the scheming enemies 
of freedom.

prices 
have

since the industry rea lly got go­ 
ing 10 y ears ago. In 19 46 retail 
sa les averaged $122.30 per mow 
er. In 19 56 the average price paid 
wa s about $78. 
Another large maker—Toro of 
Minneapolis — believes 
dollar 
sa les volume will rise this y ear. 
Officials point out tha t homes be­ 
ing built this y ear are larger and 
located on bigger plots— tempting 
new owners to buy mechanical 
help in lawn clipping. They add 
tha t more of the self-propelled 
rotary ty pe motors are being 
sold, as well as more riding mow­ 
ers— the m ost tem pting of all for 
a man with a rea lly noble lawn 
and aging legs. Many of the new 
mowers have larger cutting width 
and cost more. Toro say s its sales 
currently are running 15 per cent 
ahead of la st y ear. 
Ex pect Sa les Peak 
Montgomery Ward reports it 
is selling seven power Wardmas- 
ter’s to every one of the hand 
variety , and tha t more of the 
higher priced models are selling 
this y ear. It looks for a dollar 
volume sa les peak. 
Fairbanks-Morse reports cur­ 
rent sa les a t an all time peak, 
with 25 per cent of its sales being 
of the riding mowers.

Brownie Lnder Microscope 


An other fish m ystery has been un raveled , than ks to some 
pain stakin g sleuthin g by U lster coun ty’s ren own an gler, Chet Joy. 
Awhile back, Joy lan d ed a fish in the Upper Esopus, above 
Phoen icia’s main stream , which either was a brown trout or a lan d ­ 
locked salmon . Both species are almost sim ilar in appearan ce an d 
thus hard to d istin guish. 
Sin ce lan d locked salmon are a rare catch hereabouts, Joy d e­ 
cid ed to satisfy his own curiosity an d brought the catch to Pough­ 
keepsie an d had it examin ed by State Con servation Biologist Cecil 
Heacox. A fter stud yin g the fish closely for a couple of hours, 
Heacox positively id en tified it as a brown trout. 
Fin Does It 
The id en tifyin g m ark which sets the salmon apart from the 
brown ie is the color of the ad ipose fin , which is a small soft tab 
n ear the tail. On the brown ie, the fin is oran ge-red spotted or 
frin ged in a red -oran ge coloration , The salmon ’s fin is d ark mottled . 
Joy is justly proud of his un ique catch. It has the largest girth 
(13 in ches). It measures 18 in ches in len gth. It weighs four poun d s. 
It was the largest specimen of its kin d ever taken by Joy. 
Heacox said that it is on e of the most outstan d in g specimen s 
he has ever examin ed . A microscopic stud y of the scale formation 
revealed th at the brown ie was in its fourth year. 
Joy is the form er presid en t of the Lake K atrin e Rod an d Gun 
Club an d is curren tly servin g as its vice-presid en t. He also hold s 
the post of chairm an of the fish committee of the Fed eration 
Sportsm en ’s Club of U lster coun ty.
